All  taw  prisoners  agree  that  Passchen- 
daele ridge  was  to  have  been  held,  or  If 
lost,  to  be  recaptured  at  all  costs.  They 
all  boar  testimony  to  the  deadly  char- 
acter of  our  artillery  barrage,  testimony 
which  la  borne  out  by  the  great  praise 
of  our  own  Infantry.  Our  machine  gun 
fir*  also  was  very  destructive. 

It  was  0:02  a.m.,  when  our  barrage 
lifted  and  the  Infantry  went  forward. 
From  then  till  7:  to.  the  Canadian  bat- 
talions, advancing  along  the  higher 
levels  under  conditions  better  than  any 
of  those  in  the  previous  attacks,  hut 
plunging  none  the  less  through  territory 
which  was  nothing  more  than  land 
ploughed  by  our  shells,  moved  steadily 
forward.  Our  advance  was  so  rapid  and 
so  excellently  planned,  and  our  men  fol- 
lowed the  barrage  so  fJuaalv  -USA  the 
concrete  dugouts  were  stern!  If '  ttVsnany- 
instances  before  the  enemy  could  come 
into  action. 

One  prisoner  reports  his  company 
casualties  as  heavy,  those  who  endea- 
vored to  run  back  before  our  advancing 
troops  being  caught  in  our  barrage, 
while  others  were  either  killed  or  taken 
prisoner. 

Could  Wot  Oouatsr-Attaok 

Another  prisoner  declares  that  our 
barrage  was  so  perfect,  that  his  regi- 
ment suffered  the  "heaviest  losses." 

Ordered  to  counter-attack,  his  bat- 
talion la  this  regiment  advanced  In  ex- 
tended order  until  within  striking  dis- 
tance, but  the  tosses  were  so  enormous 
that  they  were  ordered  to  retire.  On  the 
retreat  they  were  mowed  down  by  our 
machine  guns. 

Paaachendaele  was  a  mass  of  ruins 
from  the  destructive  fire  of  our 
"heavies,"  which  for  days  before  the  at- 
tack had  poured  shells  into  the  village. 
The  mud-spattered  Canadians,  driving 
their  way  through  the  wreckage,  cleared 
men  out  of  deep  collars,  the  convent, 
brewery,  sehool,  and  church,  with  bonDk 
and  the  bayonet  Prolonged  and  desper- 
ate hand-to-hand  fighting  might  have 
bean  anticipated,  particularly  In  the 
morning  at  the  brewery,  with  Ita  vault- 
ed concrete  cellars,  and  at  the  windmill, 
with  its  three-foot  thick  concrete  walls, 
bat  the  Hun  made  only  scattered  resist- 
ance. 

Splendid  Service 
Three  striking  facts  characterised 
yesterday  morning's  battle:  the  disci- 
plined attack  of  our  infantry;  the  strong 
efficiency  of  our  artillery,  and  the  splen- 
did work  of  our  medical  services. 
Through  mud  and  slime,  by  night  and 
day,  our  guns  had  been  advanced  for 
the  day's  barrage.  It  Involved  heroic 
work,  both  from  those  who  tolled  with 
the  guns  and  those  who  moved  back  and 
forth  through  the  shell -swept  area 
bringing  up  munitions.  But  the  guns 
and  ammunition  were  brought  through. 
SCore  than  anything  else,  the  capture  of 
Paaachendaele  had  been  an  artillery 
victory.  Before  5  o'clock  this  morning 
battalion  after  battalion  had  reported, 
and  Its  wounded  had  been  evacuated. 
No  equal  record  haa  been  made  in  the 
hlstqry  of  any  of  the  corpa  lighting  In 
this  salient  under  such  conditions  at 
such  a  time  of  the  year.  The  conditions 
of  yesterday's  battle,  on  the  whole, 
were  not  so  bad  as  those  of  October  37 
and  a*.  With  the  Canadian  advance  had 
gone  forward  all  manner  of  construc- 
tive activity.  The  narrow  gauge  railway 
had  been  extended,  plank  roads  had  been 
advanced,  and  board  walks  had  been 
carried  forward.

MONTREAL,  Nov.  7.— Replying  to 
Mayor  Martin's  suggestion  that  on  ac- 
count of  the  large  number  of  applicants 
for  examination  under  the  Military 
Service  Act,  the  time  for  such  examina- 
tions bo.  extended.  Premier.  Borden  has 
replied  as  follows: 

"You  do  not  seem  to  have  grasped  the 
meaning  of  the  law  in  regard  to  exam- 
inations. Medloal  examinations  may 
take  place  after  November  10,  but 
young  men  must  report  for  service  or 
make  demand  for  exemption  not  later 
than  that  date."

OTTAWA,  Nov.  7. — The  Minister  of 
Finance  has  Issued  a  new  instruction  In 
connection  with  the  Victory  bonds 
which  will  be  of  much  benefit  and  Im- 
portance to  many  small  Investors.  He 
has  decided  to  grant  the  privilege  of 
the  registration  of  all  bonds;  that  Is  to 
say,  that  bonds  of  all  denominations. 
Including  the  $50  bonds,,  may  be  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  and  interest. 

In  previous  loans  the  privilege  of 
registration  was  necessarily  confined  to 
"bondf  of  the  larger  denominations,  such 
aa  the  $1,000  bonds  or  more.  Bonds  of 
lower  denominations  were  Issued  as 
bearer  bonds,  with  coupons  attached, 
and,  while  carrying  equal  benefits  as 
to  principal  and  Interest  were  liable 
to  be  lost  by  the  owners.  Under  the 
privilege  now  given  by  the  Finance  Min- 
ister the  buyer  of  any  bond,  whatever 
the  denomination,  may  have  it  regis- 
tered. In  which  case  the  interest  will 
be  pafidDy  cheque,  and  the  bond.  If 
lost,  may  be  replaced  after  proper  evi- 
dence has  been  shown.  It  Is  believed 
that  this  privilege  will  be  greatly  ap- 
preciated by  many  thousands  of  small 
Investors,  who  will  thus  be  assured  of 
the  absolute  safety  of  their  investment 
against  fire,  carelessness  and  any  other 
accidental  loss. 

This  Improvement  in  the  Issue  will  in- 
volve extra  work  upon  the  Department 
of  finance,  but  Sir  Thomas  White  con- 
siders that  its  benefits  will  more  than 
offset  the  labor  involved.

The  Victoria  Men's  and  Women's 
Liberal  Association  last  night  formally 
withdrew  from  the  support  of  the 
Union  Government  and  participation  In 
the  nomination  of  a  Unionist  candi- 
date for  the  city  of  Victoria  in  the 
coming  election.  Two  hundred  persons 
attended  and  the  meeting  was  held  be- 
hind cloasd  doors  at  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  Hall. 

It  was  decided  to  send  to  the  Unionist 
meeting  tonight  a  letter  embodying  tho 
decision  of  the  Liberal  Associations 
not  to  participate  further  in  the  Union- 
ist movement.  The  letter  mentions 
that  the  Liberals  of  Victoria  cannot 
support  a  Union  Government  with  Sir 
Robert  Borden  at  Its  head  and  with  Sir 
Thomas  White  as  a  minister. 

It  was  said  after  the  meeting  that 
the  executive  was  Instructed  to  arrange 
for  the  nominating  convention  early 
next  week. 

Those  who  attended  the  meeting  said 
afterwards  that  the  debate  was  warm. 
The  speakers  all  declared  that  Liberals 
were  Just  as  keen  on  winning  the  war 
as  any  Conservatives  and  resented  the 
implication  of  lack  of  patriotism  In- 
volved In  other  parties  appropriating 
to  themeelves  the  Win-tho-War  appel- 
atlon.  Bitter  protest  was  made  ovbr 
the  war  failures  of  the  Borden  Gov- 
ernment. Criticism  of  the  Borden  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Union  Government 
was  made  on  the  grounda  that  the  real 
control  lay  in  the  hands  of  the  big  In- 
terests. 


Speakers  protested  against  the  plans 
of  tho  Unionists  to  arbitrarily  give 
British  Columbia  Liberals  only  four 
out  of  the  thirteen  Unionist  candidates 
instead  of  a  "fifty-fifty  .pltt 

It  wss  also  said  that  speakers  de- 
clared the  Union  proposals  to  bo  a  plan 
to  trap  tho  Liberals  of  the  country  and 
to  keep  m  power  the  Borden  Govern- 
ment that  would  he  turned  out  of  power 
at  a  properly  ooadncted  election. 

Several  of  the  leadlag  men  In  tho 
laheral  Association,  including  too  pros- 
Went.  Dr.  Lewi.  Hall,  after  tho  meeting 
told   Tho   Colonist    that   they 


favor  of  Union,  providing  the  terms 
were  equal  and  that  the  nomination 
would  be  made  at  open  convention. 

"I  am  In  favor  of  conscription  of 
man-power  and  resources."  said  Dr. 
Hall.  "I  am  heartily  In  accord  with 
the  Union  form  of  Government  for  the 
conduct  of  the  war,  but  in  common  with 
the  rest  of  my  Liberal  friends,  want  to 
know  and  feel  convinced  that  It  will  be 
a  Union  Government  In  every  sense  of 
the  term.  It  must  be  said,  and  I  am 
not  a  little  reluctant  In  voicing  the 
opinion,  that  In  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  there  Ic  as  yec  not  sufficient 
convincing  proof  that  tho  powers  that 
be  are  genuine  with  regard  to  Union 
plans  for  this  section  of  the  Dominion. 
We  want  to  be  able  to  f  jel  that  there  Is 
a  real  sincerity  In  the  movement." 
Contrary  to  Premier's  Stand 
At  one  of  the  clubs  where  a  num- 
ber of  leading  Liberals  congregated 
last  night  after  the  meeting,  it  was 
said  that  tho  decision  of  the  associa- 
tions would  likely  result  In  many  of 
those  who  believe  in  Union  conscien- 
tiously retiring  from  the  organisation 
until  after  the  war,  If  the  associations 
stay  by  their  stand. 

Mr.  Joshua  Ktngham  took  Issue  with 
the  decision  of  the  meeting  and  declar- 
ed that  the  principles  of  Liberalism 
would  be  safe  In  the  Union  Government 
in  tho  hands  of  such  sincere  and 
thorough-going  Llberaia  aa  the  Hon. 
Newton  Wesley  Rowell,  the  Hon.  Frank 
Carvel |  and  the  Hon.  J.  A.  Colder.  He 
predicted  that  even  from  a  utilitarian 
stand  point  It  would  bo  well  for  Liber- 
als to  support  the  Union  Government, 
as  not  only  would  these  men  and  others 
uncompromisingly  maintain  the  prin- 
ctplea  of  Liberalism  in  the  Government 
but  would  before  long  really  come  to 
dominate  It  through  the  weakness  of 
the  Conservative  loaders.

MANCHESTER,  England.  Nov.  7.— 
The  British  Chancellor  of  the  Exche- 
quer. Mr.  Bonar  Law,  at  a  Great'  War 
Alms  meeting  here  tonight,  declared 
that  Great  Britain  could  look  to  the 
future  not  only  with  hope,  but  with 
absolute  confidence.  He  said  Great 
Britain's  overseas  force  is  mora  than 
three  millions,  adding  "a  mightier  force 
never  existed." 

Great  Britain  had  trebled  the  air- 
plane engine  production  since  Oct.   1916. 

"As  for  the  submarine  campaign," 
continued  the  Chancellor.  "I  can  say 
with  certainty  that  it  is  not  going  to 
bring  us  to  our  knees." 

Italian  Situation 

Referring  to  the  Italian  situation, 
the   Chancellor   said: 

"We  are  watching  with  the  deepest 
anxiety  what  is  happening  In  Italy — 
with  deep  anxiety,  but  not  without 
hope."  . 

He  believed  the  Italian  army  would 
be  able  to  stop  the  German  advance  un- 
til aid  had  come  from  Great  Britain 
and    France 

The   Chancellor,    continuing,   said: 

''An  effort  is  being  made  by  a  small 
section  to  frighten  depositors,  particu- 
larly small  Investors,  from  lending 
money  to  the  state  by  saying  that  it  Is 
unsafe. 

"Nothing  could  be  more  absurd;  It  Is 
nonsense.  If  we  lose  this  war  it  might 
be  unsafe.  No  investment  In  this  King- 
dom would  be  safe  If  ,that  happened. 
It  would  not  be  the  loss  of  our  money 
we   would   think  about   then." 

The  meeting  Itself,  said  Bonar  Law, 
was  proof  that,  whatever  It  cost,  the 
nation  did  not.  Intend  that  that  should 
be  the  end.  He  asserted  that  the  war 
loan  launched  early  this  year  was  bet- 
ter than  the  government  expected. 
The  government  "had  thought  of  raising 
another  loan  this  Autumn,  but  there 
were  reasons  which  made  It  desirable 
to  try  other  methods.  He  had.  there- 
fore tried  the  experiment  of  getting 
weekly  the  money  needed,  and  the 
bankers  were  eager  that  this  plan 
should  be  adopted. 

Mors  Men  Weeded 

LONDON,  Nov.  7.—  Field  Marshal 
Viscount  French,  commander  of  home 
forces,  In  a  speech  today  declared  that 
Great  Britain  must  be  prepared  for  any 
eventuality. 

"For  all  we  know,"  he  said,  "the 
next  surprise  may  be  the  Invasion  of 
this  country.  Be  ready  then  for  any- 
thing." 

Major-General  C.  F.  N.  Macready, 
Adjutant-General  of  the  army,  In  a 
statement  today,  asserted  that  Great 
Britain  still  needed  men.  He  could  not 
give   exact   figures,    but   declared: 

"Every  man  that  can  be  spared  from 
the  Industrial  field  is  needed,  badly 
needed.  Every  woman  that  comes  for- 
ward helps  her  country  by  releasing 
a  man.     We  are  appealing  to  them." 

Mr.  Geo.  H.  Roberts.  Minister  of 
labor,  also  made  a  statement  today,  in 
which  he  declared  that  the  war  would 
bo  won  by  the  Allies,  whatever  set- 
backs they  may  suffer. 

"We  will  go  on  until  victory  is  at- 
tained," he  said.  The  enemy  must  be 
made  to  acknowledge  his  guilt  and 
shame.  His  crimes  are  crimes  against 
civilisation.  We  cannot  have  an  In- 
conclusive peace." 


SAYS  RUSSIA  WILL 
CONTINUE  FIGHT 

PARIS,  Nov.  7.— M.  M. 
Maklakoff,  the  new  Russian 
Ambassador  to  France,  has 
arrived  in  Paris.  In  an  in- 
terview with  The  Temps 
.  he  said  Russia  was  rapidly 
realizing  the  necessity  which 
was  pressing  on  her,  both 
from  a  military  standpoint 
and  politically.

Hon.  Oeorge  P.  Graham,  who  formerly 
represented  Brockvllle.  has  announced 
his  support  of  Un^on  Government,  and 
there  is  a  possibility  that  Mr.  Hardy 
may  withdraw   from   the  contest.

Germans  Observed  to  Run  Away  From  Conflict 

More  Readily  Than  Usual — Berlin  Alleges  That 

Part  of  Village  Is  Still   Held— French 

Make  Successful   Raid  in  Alsace 


LONDON,  Nov.  7. — (Via  Reuters  Ottawa  Agency.)—

It 
saya  the  visits  were  extended  "to 
draw  closer  the  bonds  which  existed 
between  the  Royal  house  of  Greece  and 
the  courts  of  London  and  Petrograd— 
bonds  which  of  late  bave  very  much 
relaxed." 

In  later  telegrams,  the  correspondent 
concludes.  King  Constantine  bewailed 
that  he  could  not  do  what  he  wanted  to 
do  because  of  entente  preaaure  and  the 
blockade.

A  Prussian  major  who  had  taken  up  hla 
quarters  there  had  a  dugout,  20  metres 
below  the  ground,  consisting  of  three 
rooms  panelled  with  wood,  one  of  which 
nerved  as  a  dining  room  and  was  paint- 
ed white  with  red  border.     On  a  large 
marble    table,    which    had    been    stolen 
from  some  chateau,  a  cup  of  coffee  was 
■till   steaming.     His  dressing  case  wae 
lying  open,  a  map  was  laid  out,  clothes 
were  lying  about  and  everything  testi- 
fied to  the  precipitate  haste  with  which 
the   officer   had   fled.     In   ascending   the 
sixty  steps  landing  from  hla  dugout  the 
major  had   let   fall   hla   iron   croee  and 
had  not  picked  It  up.     He  had  come  out 
as   aoon   as   the  flrat   fugitives   brought 
news  of  their  defeat 

"Passchendaele  has  become  the  target 
of  the  German  guns,  and  In  a  few  days, 
or  rather  In  a  few  hours,  this  village 
will  share  the  fate  of  others  and  will 
consist  of  nothing  but  heape  of  broken 
atones  and  duat."

"General  Allenby  report  a  that  our 
troops  captured  Khuwellieh,  11  miles 
aorth  off  Beersheba,  soon  after  mid- 
night Monday,  and  that  repeated  coun- 
ter-attacks throughout  the  whole  of 
yesterday  were  repulsed.

BitlTlBH  FRONT  IN  BELGIUM.  Nov. 
7. — (By  the  Associated  Press). — The 
main  defences  oi  Fsaschendaele  consist* 
•<1  of  great  numbers  of  machine  gun., 
and  a  heavy  bar  race  was  thrown 
against  the  Canadians  as  they  advanced 
along  the  crest  of  the  ridge.  Three 
concrete  redoubts  on  the  southern  side 
of  the  village  poured  a  vicious  Are  Into 
their  ranks,  but  there  was  no  pause  In 
their  steady  advance. 

In  the  village  Itself  there  were  many 
roofed  cellars,  among  the  ruins  of 
which  were  rapid-fire  squads,  and  what 
was  left  of  the  big  church  in  the  cen- 
tral square  offered  good  positions  from 
which  to  operate  machine  guns  and 
rides.  The  flre  from  the  church  was 
especially  heavy  as  the  Canadians  en- 
tered the  town  from  the  south  and 
west. 

But  the  Germans  apparently  had  no 
spirit  for  hand-to-hand  conflict  and 
fled  or  surrendered  as  the  Canadians 
swept  up  to  the  covers.  Passohendaele 
was  quickly  crossed  and  the  Canadians 
pushed  northward  along  the  crest  of 
the  ridge. 

The  conquest  of  Meetcheele  Spur  was 
carried  out  with  equal  speed.  Mossel- 
markt  was  strongly  held  by  the  Ger- 
mans, and  just  back  of  It  on  the  cross- 
roads was  a  large  concrete  fort,  heavily 
armed  with  machine  guns.  The  high- 
way running  along  the  spur  to  Mossel- 
markt  also  was  lined  with  cellar  de- 
fences which  dominated  the  approaches. 
As  the  Canadians  encountered  these 
concrete  strongholds  the  Germans  sur- 
rendered or  fled.  They  did  not  want 
any  close  fighting  with  the  men  who  re- 
cently at  Lens  had  battled  with  cold 
steel  through  the  Qerman  ranks  In  some 
of  the  fiercest  and  moat  sanguinary 
fighting  the  war  has  seen.  The  fort  at 
the  crossroads  was  reached  and  '  sur- 
rounded. For  a  few  moments  the  Ger- 
mans held  out.  Then  they  flew  the 
white   flag. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  Canadians  then 
continued  their  triumphant  march  until 
they  reached  the  Passohendaele  ridge, 
through  which  tbe  Meetcheele  Spur 
runs.  There  they  joined  their  line  to 
that  of  their  comrades.

AMSTERDAM,  Nov.  T. — Dr.  Gustavo

Col.  Macklem,  Arrested  in  De- 
troit, Claims  to  fie  of  the 
British  Army  —  Proclaims 
His  Innocence. 


SWEDES  INTRIGUE 
WITH  GERMANS 


Exposure  of  Attempt  to  Smug- 
gle Valuable  Cargo  of  Ar- 
gentine Wool  Into  German 
Manufacturing  City* 


LONDON.  Nov.  7.— Swedish  army  of- 
ficials were  accused  of  conspiring  to 
furnish  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of 
wool  to  Germany.  In  the  course  of  an  ac- 
tion In  the  Prise  Court  here.  The  case 
concerned  a  shipment  of  1,500  bales  of 
wool,  consigned  to  the  Swedish  army, 
but  destined,  according  to  the  Attorney- 
General,  'for  d  German  firm  in  Leipzig. 
The  shipment  Is  valued  at  1700.000.  be- 
ing only  one  of  several  seised  en  route 
from  the  Argentine  Republic. 

Intercepted  documents  produced  in 
court  showed  that  the  wool  was  not  In- 
tended to  remain  In  Sweden.  That  the 
Swedish  army  had  no  intention  of  using 
the  wool  was  indicated,  it  was  asserteu, 
by  the  fact  that  Its  representatives 
made  no  appearance  In  the  court  and 
put  in  no  claim  to  the  cargo.  It  was 
stated  in  court  that  the  British  au- 
thorities had  in  the  past  allowed  several 
shipments  of  wool  similarly  consigned 
to  the  Swedish  Army  administration  to 
pass,  In  the  confidence  that  the  official 
nature  of  the  consignees  rendered  It 
possible  to  accept  their  assurances. 

"Is  this  a  case  where  the  wool  was 
consigned  to  the  army  administration 
without  its  knowledge."  asked  the  pre- 
siding judge,  "or  Is  It  a  case  where 
some  unauthorised  person  used  tn*> 
name  of  the  department?" 

The  Attorney-General  said:  "The 
court  will  be  able  to  Judge  of  the  prac- 
ticability of  anyone  using  the  name  of 
an  official  department  without  some  of- 
ficial in  authority  becoming  aware  of 
the  fact.  The  Intercepted  letters  show 
that  this  is  a  part  of  a  very  bad  busi- 
ness, a  deliberate  scheme  to  pass  wool 
into  Germany  at  a  moment  when  Ger- 
many is  suffering  from  a  great  scarcity 
of  that  necessary  commodity  for  war 
purposes." 

The  presiding  Judge,  In  giving  his 
verdict  condemning  the  entire  shipment 
as  a  lawful  prise,  said:  "The  Intercept- 
ed documents  show  that  the  wool  was 
Intended  for  Germany.  How  It  came 
about  that  the  name  of  a  neutral  Gov- 
ernment was  used  by  the  real  consignee 
we  do  not  know,  and  It  Is  not  for  us  to 
make  observations  In  the  matter.  We 
can  only  express  our  surprise  that  the 
repute  of  a  neutral  government  has  been 
employed  to  get  absolute  contraband 
Into  Germany.  We  find  that  the  destina- 
tion of  the  goods  was  Lelpslg,  and  they 
•re  condemned  as  contraband  destined 
for  the  enemy." 


WINDSOR,  Ont..  Nov.  7.— Arraigned 
In  the  police  court  at  Detroit  before 
Justice  Stein  this  morning  on  a  charge 
of  uttering  and  publishing  a  forged 
cheque  drawn  on  a  Canadian  bank  and 
purporting  to  have  been  signed  by  Mlr- 
am  Peck,  a  Detroit  business  man.  Omar 
L.  Macklem.  the  Canadian  soldier  who 
claims  the  title  of  staff-colonel  In  the 
British  army,  entered  a  plea  of  not 
guilty.  The  case  was  adjourned  until 
Monday  In  order  to  get  more  evidence. 
Macklem's  sister  offered  to  make  resti- 
tution for  the  alleged  forgery,  bat)  he 
refused  to  accept  this,  declaring  he  was 
Innocent  of  any  wrongdoing.  Macklem 
Whs  released  by  Justice  Stein  on  bis 
personal  recognisance.  He  says  that  by 
Monday  cablegrams  from  England  will 
establish  his  right  to  the  title  of  colonel. 

NORTH  BAT,  Ont,  Nov.  7.-— The  ar- 
rest In  Detroit  on  Sunday  of  Colonel 
Omar  Macklem,  whose  wife  resides 
here,  came  as  a  surprise  to  his  friends 
in  this  town,  many  of  whom  saw  the 
Colonel's  credentials  when  he  visited 
here  in  July,  and  which  they  say  were 
perfectly  authentic.  Colonel  Macklem. 
so  far  as  the  Canadian  army  la  con- 
cerned, was  honorably  discharged  In 
November.  191«,  as  a  result  of  wounds 
received  at  the  third  battle  of  Tpres. 
During  his  convalescence  he  Invented  a 
safety  hand  grenade,  for  which  the 
British  Government  paid  him  a  hand- 
some sum,  and  gave  hfm  the  tide  of 
colonel,  on  the  staff  of  the  British  War 
Office,  so  he  claimed.  Mrs.  Macklem 
stated  that  she  received  worff  today 
from  Detroit  that  everything  was  all 
right  and  that  the  authorities  In  Detroit 
received  a  reply  from  the  War  Office 
that  Macklem   is  no  Impostor.

OTTTWA.  Nov.  7.— Sir  William  Mac- 
kenzie Informed  a  representative  of  the 
Canadian  Press  today  that  no  agreement 
had  yet  been  reached  between  the 
Government  and  the  Canadian  Northern 
Hallway  as  to  a  910.000,000  limit  on 
the  award  of  the  board  of  arbitration. 
"So  far  as  we  are  concerned,"  Sir  Wil- 
liam said,  "there  has  been  no  consent 
to  any  such  limitation." 

The  act  passed  for  the  purchase  of 
sixty  millions  of  C.N.R.  common  stock 
provided  that  the  purchase  price  should 
be  fixed  by  a  board  of  arbitration.  No 
limit  was  put  on  the  award  which  the 
arbitrators  might  make  although  It  was 
generally  understood  that  a  limit  would 
be  made.  Current  report  has  It  that 
the  award  will  be  limited  to  910,000,000. 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  7. — In  setting  up  the 
machinery  for  the  operation  of  the 
Military  Service  Act.  special  care  has 
been  taken  to  select  only  officials  of 
the  most  trustworthy  character.  In 
the  operation  of  the  act  attempts  at 
bribery  are  always  possible,  In  Canada 
no  less  than  In  other  countries. 

Attempt  to  bribe  any  member  of  an 
exemption  tribunals  or  medical  board, 
or  a  military  representative,  means  a 
term  of  Imprisonment  of  not  less  than 
one  year  and  not  more  than  five  years. 
It  will  be  very  difficult  for  anyone  so 
Inclined  to  set  aside  the  regulations  of 
the  Military  Service  Act  by  corruption. 

Not  all  of  the  preparations  made  to 
guard  against  venality  and  unfairness 
In  the  operation  of  the  act  can  be  made 
public,  but  It  may  be  announced  that 
attempts  made  to  bribe  officials.  In 
view  of  the  checks  and  supervisions  to 
be  Imposed,  will  be  an  exceedingly 
hazardous  business.

TORONTO,  Nov.  7. — That  Europe  Is 
short  33,000.000  hogs  was  the  declara- 
tion made  by  Hon.  W.  J.  Hanna  at  a 
mettlng  of  farmers  and  representatives 
at  the  Parliament  buildings. 

"The  total  hog  supply  of  Canada  to- 
day," said  he,  "Is  but  3,000,000  hogs,  and 
this  means  that  the  supply  today  Is 
short  for  the  use  of  the  Allies  at  the 
front. 

At  this  rate  the  supply  of  hogs  would 
be  depleted  soon,  and  "It  means  the  final 
extermination  of  the  hog  before  this 
war  ends. 

"The.  figures  for  the  United  States 
show  that  today  the  supply  Is  ten  per 
cent  short  of  what  it  was  a  year  ago." 

At  Washington  the  beet  hog  experts 
had  committed  themselves  not  only  to 
make  up  this  ten  per  cent  shortage,  bnt 
to  raise  1 S  per  cent  more.  "Every  state 
has  been  asked  to  commit  itself  to  the 
limit,"  ssld  he,  "not  as  a  patriotic  duty 
but  as  a  profitable  business." 

"Let  every  man  who  can  spare  two 
hours  a  dey  go  to  It.  Get  your  women- 
folk  to  raise  hogs." 

He  promised  that  the  packers  and  dis- 
tributors would  be  regulated  so  that 
producers  would  get  a  fair  share  of  the 
price  that  the  consumers  paid.  He  quot- 
ed a  cablegram  from  Lord  Rhondda 
which  stated  that  the  price  of  bacon  Is 
rising  In  England,  and  for  a  much  In- 
ferior grade."

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DUTCH  STEAMSHIPS 

ALLOWED  TO  LEAVE 

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  7.— An  esrly 
agreement  bstwsen  ths  United  States 
and  Holland  on  ths  disposal  of  -Dutch 
tonnage  In  American  ports  was  seen  -  In 
the  release  by  the  war  trade  board  of 
the  Dutch  steamer  Nleuw  Amsterdam 
for  a  return  trip  across  the  Atlantic. 

The  vessel  will  have  an  American 
port  shortly  carrying"  a  cargo  of  package 
freight  for  Holland,  ten  thousand  tons 
of  corn  for.  Belgium,  and  several  hun- 
dred Dutch  refugees  as  passengers. 
Wire  cable  needed  for  the  operation  of 
the  Dutch  coal  mines  will  make  up  a 
part  of  her  cargo. 

Licences  for  the  Nleuw  Amsterdam's 
cargo  were  held  up  by  the  American  au- 
thorities when  the  Dutch  Government 
refused  to  giro  assurances  that  she 
would  not  he  Interned  for  safety  as  soon 
as  she  reached  the  other  side.  In  ths 
negotiations  that  followed,  the  American 
Government  refused  to  recede  from  Its 


position,  and  finally  the  Dutch  yielded 
A  final  agreement  as  to  the  operation 
of  the  other  Dutch  vessels  held  In  Am- 
erican ports  was  believed  last  night  to 
be  In  sight.  The  principal  clauses  of 
this  agreement.  It  Is  reported,  will  pro- 
vide that  a  Urge  number  of  Dutch  ships 
enter  the  American  coastwise  trad*  to 
release  American  vessels  for  overseas 
service.

Are 
they  to  be  total,     or  only  temporary? 
From  tin  very  inception  the  work  of  the 
exemption  tribunals  should  bo  booed  on 
the  assumption  that  the  war  may  last 
for  several   years.     On  this  (round  no 
one,  except  ouch  no  ore  physically   in- 
capable   of   service,    should    be    totally 
exempted.     Let  us  quote  on  example  to 
snow  what  we  moan.     A  man  clsssed 
a*  A3   by  a  medical  board  may  be  ex- 
empted from  service  because  he  is  en- 
gaged  in  a  shipyard  and  therefore  doing 
work  which  is  necessary  in  the  war.    In 
three  months,    sis  months  or  a  year's 
time,  he   may   have   chanced   his   trade 
and  bo  engaged  in  eome  other  occupa- 
tion which  is  unnecessary  to  the  safety 
of  the  State.     In   the  meantime  he  is 
exempted  from  military  service,  and.  as 
far  as  we  know,  cannot  be  called  upon 
to  report  again.     The  Government  may 
have  lost  all  track  of  his  whereabouts, 
or,  under  the  law  as  it  is  to  be  admin- 
istered,  may  have  put  him   beyond  the 
pale  of     being  drafted     to  the  colors. 
There  may  be  hundreds  of  cases  of  this 
kind;     But  the  need  for  men  may  continue 
and'  even  grow  .  more  insistent.     Those 
classed  medically  as  B2,  in  Class  1,  and 
others  drawn  from  Classes  3,  S  and  4 
under  the  Military  Service  Act,  may  be 
reporting  for  duty,  while  those  we  have 
alluded  to  are  escaping  scot  free.    This 
proves  that  unless  the  Act  is  properly 
administered  there  may  be  an  inequal- 
ity of  sacrifice  which  will  breed  dlssen- 
■Ion  all  over  the  country. 

It  is  surprising  that  the  Government, 
and  those  to  whom  It  has  delegated  the 
responsibility  of  administering  the  Act. 
have-  not  cleared  up  this  question.     We 
nave  alluded  to  it  three  times,  but  no 
interest  has  been  shown  in  the  matter. 
Yet  the  time  is  coming  when  there  will 
be  foil  realisation  all  over  the  countrjg* 
that,  except  for  total  physical  disability, 
there  should  be  no  complete  exemptions 
from  military  service.     All   those  who 
are  exempted     should    only  be  granted 
this  'privilege  for  a  given  time— three 
months  or  six  months — and  ordered  to 
report  at  intervals  and  state  anew  their 
reasons  why  a  further  extension  of  ex- 
emption   should   be   granted..       In    this 
way  -  the   Government     could     keep  In 
touch  with  everyone  within  each  class 
as  It  Is  ordered  to  report,     and  could 
gradually  build  up  an  exhaustive  inven- 
tory of  the  man-power  of  the  country, 
thus    knowing     at    a    moment's    notice 
where  to  lay  Its  hands  on  any  individ- 
ual.   Unless  steps  are  taken  along  this 
line,  as  has  been  done  In  Great  Britain, 
we  foresee  the  time  when  the  operation 
of  the  Military  Service  Act  will  not  be 
conducted   smoothly.

Nov.  7. — (By  The  Associated  Press) — 
Weld  Marshal  von  Hlndenberg*s  stern 
edict  that  If  the  Germans  lost  Passch- 
sndaele  village  It  must  be  retaken  at 
all  costs  hod  not  stirred  bis  beaten 
troops  to  action  this  morning.

Pssschendaele.  whose  splrea  not  long 
sgo  showed  picturesquely  against  the 
sky  from  their  elevated  positions.  Is 
now  a  memory.  The  little  hamlet  has 
all  hut  disappeared  under  the  deluge 
of  shells.  It  was  not  the  village  that 
counted,  however,  but  Its  enviable  site. 
From  It  one  may  see  a  great  dis- 
tance out  across  occupied  Belgium,  and 
the  possibilities  for  artillery  work 
from  here  are  wide  in  scope,  its  loss 
threatens  the  retention  by  the  Ger- 
mans of  their  defences  for  many  miles.

8tarr-8ergt.  George  E.  Huggett.  a  na- 
tive son  of  Victoria,  who  received  his 
education  in  the  Victoria  Public  Schools 
and  at  the  Vancouver  High  School, 
from  which  he  matriculated,  has  been 
recommended  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  War  for  valuable'  services  rendered 
on  the  battlefield.  The  recommendation 
confers  the  coveted  Distinguished  Con- 
duct Medal  upon  those  who  are  listed 
for  the  honor. 

A  son  of  Mr.  A.  Huggett.  of  839  Jar- 
vis  Street,  Vancouver,  late  of  Victoria. 
Staff-flat.  Huggett,  In  August,  1911. 
when  only  eighteen  years  of  age,  en- 
listed with  the  Seaforth  Highlanders 
In  Vancouver  and  went  overseas  as  a 
member  of  the  famous  16th  Battalion 
under  Lteut.-Col.  Leckie,  now  Major- 
General  Leckie. 

The  young  soldier  saw  considerable 
fighting  prior  to.  the  memorable  battle 
of  Ypres,  which  brought  such  glory  to 
the  Canadians.  He  was  one  of  the  very 
few  men  who  came  through  the  flffht, 
but  later  on,  when  assisting  two  lens 
fortunate  comrades  from  the  field 
dressing-stations — which  were  being 
shelled  and  destroyed  by  enemy  gun- 
fire— was  seriously  wounded.  A  friend, 
writing  of  the  incident  a  few  months 
later,  stated  that  the  poor  fellow  whom 
young  Huggett  was  assisting  to  safety 
was  blown  to  pieces,  and  that  Huggett 
himself  was  seriously  wounded  and  lay 
unattended  for  fifteen  hours.

It  Is  an  unusual  sight  to  see  a  bal- 
ance spring  made  of  copper,  but  such 
a  spring  has  been  made  by  Samuel 
R.  Dawson,  of  New  York,  says  the 
Jewellers'  Circular.  Mr.  Dawson  has 
carried  for  several  weeks  a  watch  in 
which  has  been  placed  a  hardened  cop- 
per balance  spring,  and  the  timepiece 
has  so  far  performed  with  remarkable 
accuracy. 

The  process  of  hardening  copper,  as 
Is  well  known,  was  invented  in  the  early 
ages,  and  Mr.  Dawson  claims  to  have 
rediscovered  this  process.  He  has 
made  castings  which  are  highly  valu- 
able owing  to  their  resisting  power. 
For  use  on  frictions!  parts  of  ma- 
chinery, the'  new  discovery  Is  claimed 
to  be  superior  to  steel  In  wearing 
qualities. 

The  inventor,  who  Is  over  seventy 
years  of  age,  and  possessed  of  unusual 
mental  and  physical  vitality  for  his 
years,  has  recently  applied  his  discovery 
to  phonographic  needles,  which.  It  Is 
claimed,  are  turned  out  at  small  ex- 
pense, and  moreover  the  inventor  says 
they  will  last  longer  than  those  of 
steel.  By  means  of  the  new  discovery 
It  la  claimed  the  clearness  of  the  hu- 
man voice  in  more  satisfactorily  repro- 
duced. 

"Hardened  "copper,"  said  Mr.  Dawson, 
"is  not  pure  copper  tempered,  as  It  la 
Impossible  to  temper  copper  as  one 
tempers  steel.  Prehistoric  men  did  not 
do  It,  nor  Is  it  possible  to  effect  It  by 
any  modern  process.  Just  the  same, 
my  copper  alloy,  which  Is  physically 
Identical  with  the  best  of  ancient 
brass,  will  take  a  keen  edge,  and  will 
hold  it  under  some  conditions  where 
steel  cannot  do  so.  While  composed 
of  copper  and  tin,  still  It  has  In  it 
other  elements  which  it  has  been  fto 
far  Impossible  for  the  assaytst  to  dis- 
cover. 

"What  Is  probably  just  as  strange, 
the  alloy  can  be  remelted  any  number 
of  times  without  parting  with  any  of 
Its  distinctive  characteristics.  In  other 
words,  once  hardened  copper  It  Is  al- 
ways such.  This  explains  why  the  an- 
cients were  said  to  make  over  the 
metal  again  and  again,  and  still  have 
either  the  Implements  of  Industry  or 
the  sharp-edged  weapons  that  they  re- 
quired."

Endorse  Holding  of  Nomi- 
nating Gathering.

Reiteration  of  Its  unanimous  stand 
In  support  of  the  Union  Government 
under  the  leadership  of  Sir  Robert  L. 
Borden  and  Its  desire  to  Join  with 
other  organizations  of  the  city  to  the 
end  that  n  Government  Unionist  candi- 
date may  be  selected  at  the  forthcom- 
ing convention  to  be  held  next  Wed- 
nesday night,  wae  voiced  by  the  Con- 
servatives of  ths  city  last  night  when 
a  mooting  of  ths  executives  of  the  vari- 
ous ward  organisations  of  tho  local  as- 
sociation -was  hold  In  the  Conservative 
Club  rooms,  Union  Bank  Building. 

The  meeting  was  summoned  for  the 
purpose  of  healing  the  report  of  the 
five  delegates  who  repreeentod  the  Con- 
servative Association  at  the  Joint  gath- 
ering on  Tuesday  night  of  delegates 
from  the  two  political  parties,  the  Win- 
tho-War  League  and  tho  Great  War 
Veterans'  Association  with  their  al- 
lied women's  organisations,  and  other 
bodies. 

The  report  of  the  delegates  at  that 
gathering  was  presented  and  approved, 
tho  suggestion  of  a  convention  at  which 
would  attend  fifty  delegates  from  each 
of  the  interested  organisations  being 
ratified  and  tho  delegates  were  instruct- 
ed to  go  to  the  Joint  meeting  of  dele- 
gates to  be  held  tonight  at  Belmont 
House  and  ratify  that  arrangement.

He  stated  elder  Increased  In  alcohol- 
ic content  as  its  age  increased  and  while 
he  had  known  cider  In  bulk  to  run  as  hlrh 
aa  thirteen  per  cent  proof  spirit,  he  would 
not  admit  that  It  would  reach  the  proof 
spirit  content  of  whiskey. 

The  strength  depended  upon  the  amount 
of  fermentable  sugar  in  the  cider,  said  Hr. 
Charles  Oowan,  brewer,  who  explained  the 
technical    processes   of   manufacture.

Mr.  Day  attacked  the  Labor  Council 
for  "kicking  without  offering  to  help  In 
various  public  questions  of  national  im- 
portance, making  special  reference  to 
tho  attitude  of  the  council  towards  the 
Food  Controller,  who  was  branded  by 
Delegate  J.  Taylor  as  a  "huge  Joke." 
Hold   Others   be  Blame 

The  letter  from  the  Conservative  As- 
sociation, asking  for  representation  at 
the  Joint  conference  to  discuss  a  Union 
candidate,  which  was  held  Tuesday 
night,  came  up  for  discussion.  The  let- 
ter. It  was  held,  should  have  been  dealt 
with  by  the  executive  on  Monday  night, 
but  there  was  no  meeting  held  then  be- 
cause so  few  members,  were  present. 
President  Ben  Simmons  said  that  he 
and  Messrs.  Wells  and  Taylor  were  the 
only  ones  ready  for  the  meeting.  This 
was  challenged  by  Delegates  Day, 
Dakers  and  other's,  who  claimed  that 
they,  too,  were  on  hand,  but  that  no  one 
else  was.  No  agreement  was  reached, 
but  as  the  meeting  which  the  letter  an- 
nounced was  held  Tuesday,  there  was  no 
other  course  open  but  to  file  the  note. 

The  letter  from  the  Food  Controller's 
Department  asked  the  council  to  send  a 
delegate  to  the  Provincial  committee 
established  to  meet  periodically  at  Van- 
couver. When  Mr.  J.  Taylor  suggested 
that  this  letter  should  also  be  filed,  Mr. 
Day  declared  It  was  about -time  the 
council  took  more  interest  In  national 
affairs  than  to  carp  and  criticise  the 
men  in  control  and  spurn  requests  for 
assistance.  He  did  not  state  his  opin- 
ion one  way  or  the  other  about  the 
Food  Control  invitation,  but  spoke  In 
general  terms  of  the  attitude  of  the 
Labor  Council  In  refusing  to  co-operate 
In  public  movements. 

"Wo  can't  get  anywhere  by  simply 
complaining,"  he  said.  "When  we  are 
asked  to  state  our  views  and  send  rep- 
resentatives to  meetings,  why  not  do  it? 
We  might  do  some  good  .  If  we've  got 
some  brains  and  intelligence,  let's  show 
It" 

Defends  Mr.  Wells 
Mr.  Taylor  thought  the  pfoblems  con- 
fronting the  Food  Controller  were  too 
big  for  one  man  to  grapple  with,  and 
should  therefore  be  left  alone.  He  then 
began  a  defence  of  Mr.  A.  8.  Wells 
against  an  Inference  by  Mr.  Day  that 
the  latter  did  not  know  much  about 
economics,  and  therefore  would  bo  of 
little  use  to  send  to  such  a  meeting. 

A  motion  was  put  to  ask  the  Domin- 
ion Government  for  the  disbandment  of 
the  Food  Controller's  office  as  being  su- 
perfluous, but  failed  to  get  a  seconder. 
"The  whole  business  Is  bound  to  be 
futile,"  declared  Mr.  Wells,  "because 
they  won't  touch  the  profiteers.  In- 
stead, they  get  after  the  farmers  who 
are  making  a  mere  pittance.  There's 
not  a  farmer  here,  except  the  man  of 
Independent  means,  that  Is  making  pro- 
fits; yet  the  Food  Control  department 
talks  about  fixing  the  price  of  milk  and 
apples."  He  went  on  to  say  that  in 
England  the  "higher-ups"  had  been 
made  to  bear  a  more  equal  share  of  the 
burden. 

"That  is  probably  because  the  labor 
movement  in  the  Old  Country  has  done 
more  than  simply  criticise,"  put  in  Mr. 
Day.  "If  this  council  continues  as  It 
has  recently  we  won't  get  beyond  this 
little  hall  In  ten  years.  There  has 
simply  been  one  continual  growl  here 
for  four  years.  Let's  show  the  people 
the  labor  movement  Is  doing  something. 
We  have   been  dead  for  five  years." 

Mr.  Taylor  called  Mr.  Day's  utterance 
a  libel  on  the  delegates  to  the  council, 
but  did  not  press  his  claim. 

Mr.  Day's  amendment  to  the  "receive 
and  flic"  motion  was  lost  by  13  to  11.

.  la  the  'seventies  Mr.  Fryer,  of  Bury 
Hall,  Woodbridge,  Suffolk,  who  died 
recently  In  bis  sixty-ninth  year,  had  the 
reputation  of  being  one  of  tbe  best  ail* 
round  men  of  the  day.  He  bad  done 
wry  well  at  Harrow  In  1M7  and  '«», 
making  tl  aad  99  not  out  In  his  second 
match,  and  at  Cambridge  he  noon  made 
a  name  for  himself.  W.  J,  Ford  haa 
written  of  him,  that  a  batsman  with  a 
more  graceful  style  never  went  to  Cam- 
bridge from  Harrow  with  the  possible 
exception  of  C.  F.  Butler.  "To  see 
Fryer,  who  waa  naturally  christened 
"Tuck,*  at' his  best  was  a  real  treat," 
saya  Mr.  Ford.  "Mixed  up  with  all 
sorts  of  stylish  strokes  was  sn  admir- 
able square-leg  bit.  Unfortunately  for 
Cambridge,  proud  of  the  possession  of 
so  fine  a  player,  who  took  part  In 
most  of  the  best  matches  of  his  time, 
the  soli  at  Lord's  waa  not  congenial 
to  him.  although  he  got  49  against  Ox- 
ford In  1172,  when,  aa  a  pavilion  cynic 
remarked,  'runs  weren't  wanted.'  On 
the  Oval  and  Fenner's  he  made  many  a 
good  scoge.  Mo»  o  brilliant  field,  he 
was  a  fairly  good  slow  bowler,  and  on 
hla  day  very  successful."  In  the  Bad- 
minton book  the  Hon.  R.  IT.  Lyttleton 
says  of  him  that  he  was  one  of  three 
notable  batsmen,  the  other  two  being 
A.  N.  Hornby  and  W.  Tardley.  who 
used  to  throw  their  left  leg  right  across 
the  wicket  so  aa  to  almost  hide  It  from 
the  view  of  the  bowler. 

Unlucky  Against  Oaf ord 

In  his  matchea  against  Oxford  Mr. 
Fryer  waa  decidedly  unlucky,  and  once 
he  was  bowled  off  his  left  elbow  by 
Mr.  c  K.  Francis,  while  In  another 
innings  he  was  out  to  a  wonderful 
catch  at  short  leg.  Altogether  for 
Cambridge  he  scored  1.1SS  runs  with  an 
average  of  26.69,  and  a  highest  score 
of  102.  Several  times  he  represented 
the  Gentlemen,  his  highest  score  being 
26.  In  tho  match  between  Gentlemen 
and  Players  of  the  South-  at  the  Oval 
In  1171  he  assisted  Mr.  C.  I.  Thornton 
In  o  partnership  which  changed  the 
fortunea  of  ■  the  game  and  nearly 
brought  about  a  victory  for  the  Gen- 
tlemen. In  their  second  innings  ths 
Gentlemen  with  249  to  make  to  win,  had 
logt  W.  O.  Grace,  W.  Tardley,  W.  H. 
Hadow,  O.  F.  Grace  and  I.  D.  Walker 
for  >2,  when  C.  I.  Thornton  Joined 
Fryer,  and  in  forty  minutes  scored  91 
In  seventeen  hits  off  19  overs  of  four 
balls,  one  hit  going  over  the  racket 
court    and    another    over    the    pavilion. 

Ho  was  very  finely  backed  up  by  Mr. 
Fryer,  and  between  them  the  two  men 
knocked  up  99  In  half  an  hour.  Mr. 
Fryer  waa  at  last  dismissed  for  76  by 
Houtherton,  who  at  a  very  critical 
point  changed  ends  and  went  on  at  the 
Vauxhall  end  with  the  sun  shining  be- 
hind hla  arm.  Among  other  scores  by 
Mr.  Fryer  were  91  for  Cambridge 
against  an  England  XI.  In  1872,  72  for 
Gentlemen  of  the  KcAith  vs.  Players  of 
tho  Houth  In  1274,  69  for  Cambridge 
against  Surrey  In  1970.

-OTTAWA.  Nov.  7.— The  question  hay- 
ing been  raised  as  to  whether  local 
exemption  tribunals  appointed  under  the 
Military  Service  Act  would  pass  upon 
cases  of  men  reporting  for  service  as 
well  ss  those  claiming  exemption,  the 
Military  Service  Council  has  issued  tbe 
following  statement: 

"Regulation  IS  of  the  act  provides 
that  application  for  exemption  may 
be  made  by  a  man  himself,  his  employ- 
er or  any  business  associate,  or  by  n 
near  relative.  Exemption  may  he 
claimed  by  anyone  coming  within  these 
descriptions,  evsn  though  ths  man  him- 
self may  have  reported  for  service,  but 
unless  a  claim  for  exemption  la  mads 
on  his  behalf.  If  he  comes  within  medi- 
cal category  A,  ha  will  merely  he  noti- 
fied In  due  course,  after  December  19, 
when  and  where  be  Is  to  join  the 
colors.  If  he  Is  In  a  category  other 
than  A  his  case  will  be  sent  to  a  tri- 
bunal by  the  registrar,  and  the  tribunal 
will  direct  that  a  certificate  of  exemp- 
tion he  Issues  freeing  him  from  serv- 
ice until  members  of  his  category  are 
called  to  the  colors.  If  a  man  has  not 
been  medically  examined  previous  to 
hla  report  for  service,  he  will  be  direct- 
ed hy  the  registrar  to  attend  for  medi- 
cal examination  at  a  specified  time,  and 
hla  cose  will  be  dealt  with  according 
to  hla  medical  classification.'* 

It  la  stated  that  in  soma  localities, 
particularly  |n  the  West,  a  number  of 
young  farmers  who  should  claim  en> 
emptlon  because  of  their  value  to  tho 
country  ee  food  producers,  are  too  prone 
to  do  so.  It  la  p easted  ant  here  that 
the  sanitary  service  oatheviHas  have  no 
power  to  present  e  man  fiewi  report- 
ing for  *ervlee  If  he  wishes  to  do  so.

The  profit  system  will  have?  to 
bo  abolished."  lie  addressed  thess 
words  more  to  Delegate  John  Day  then 
to  the  meeting  as  a  whole.  Mr.  Day 
had  asked  if  the  candidates  were  going 
to  adopt  a  policy  of  aloofness  from 
winning  the  wsr. 

"I  have  always  been  against  con- 
scription, but  now  that  it  IS  the  law 
of  the  land  I  am  going  to  back  It  up," 
said  Mr.  Day.  "I  am  ready  to  support 
any  movement  that  will  help  beat  Ger- 
many. If  everyone  was  to  oppose  the 
Military  Service  Act  and  refuse  to 
fight,  we  would  have  another  Belgium 
in  Canada  and  I  would  prefer  to  enjoy 
the  liberties  of  British  government  than 
live  under  the  German  flag." 

Several  delegates  held  that  they  had 
been  instructed  by  their  locale  to  up- 
hold the  Military  Service  Act,  and 
therefore  could  not  support  ths  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  men.  One  aaserted 
that  when  a  person  had  relatives  at 
ths  front  ho  was  likely  to  have  his 
perspective  on  the  situation  altered. 
Thla  brought  from  Mr.  Taylor  the 
statement  that  he  had  two  brothers  in 
the  army  and  one  was  killed.  Mr. 
Wells  also  had  a  brother  In  tbe  war. 
and    two  were  still   fighting.

BOh  Boy4  Of  Caucasus 
Bandits  of  Kakhaetl.  to  the  Caucasus, 
wbo  under  n  local  Rob  Roy,  Aohmet 
Jutl^for  ten  years  terrorised  the  dwel- 
lers in  ths  valleys,  murdering,  plunder- 
ing and  kidnaping  women,  effected  « 
reconciliation  with  their  vlctlma  under 
romantic  circumstances.  After  the 
•  Russian  revolution  the  Kakhaetlane  or- 
T  ganised  self-defence  societies,  and  a 
short  time  later  called  a  mass  msstlng 
at  OudJlan  railway  atatlon,  from  which 
a  raid  against  ths  robbers  was  proposed. 
During  ths  meeting  armed  envoys  of 
'  Aohmet  appeared  and  announced  that, 
although  they  had  no  conscientious  ob- 
jections to  continuing  the  fued,  they 
Were  willing  to  conclude  peace. 

The  obdurate  Kakhaetlane  replied 
that  bandits  captured  by  them  must  bo 
handed  over  to  the  authorities  for  pun- 
ishment. The  meeting  premised  to  end 
in  a  general  disagreement,  when  more 
handtts  appeared,  escorting  Aehmst's 
wife,  a  beautiful  young  woman  of 
Christian  origin,  whom  Achmet,  after 
kidnapping  In  1919,  converted  Into  a  de- 
voted pertner.  Following  the  example 
of  the  Sabtns  woman,  the  bendlt's  wife 
fell  on  her  knees,  shed  tears,  and  so 
touched  the  hearts  of  the  Incensed  eltt- 
sens  that  peace  was  concluded  on  the 
spot.  A  resolution  wss  adopted  declare 
Ing  that  the  Infamies  committed  by  the 
bandits  were  due  to  the  demoralisng  in- 
fluence of  the  autocracy.

NANAIMO,  B.C.,  Not.  7.—  The  annual 
convention  of  British  Columbia  School 
Trustees'  Association  opened  Its  sit- 
tings here  this  morning  In  the  Provin- 
cial Courthouse.  Mr.  J,  w.  Berry,  of 
kangley,  after  giving  a  short  address 
announced  that  Mr.  Perry,  North  Van- 
couver, was  compelled  to  leave  tomor- 
row and  asked  permission  for  him  to 
Introduce  hie  subject,  covered  under 
resolution  It.  namely,  the  extension  of 
High  School  course  from  thro*  to  four 
years. 

Mr.  Perry  pointed  out  that  the  four- 
year  course  bad  bean  Introduced  to  ad- 
vantage in  the  Eastern  Provinces.  The 
third  year,  he  said,  was  particularly 
hard  on  children  and  the  result  had 
been  that  though  a  largo  number  passed 
through  the  ffrst  year,  comparatively 
few  completed  the  course.  If  instruc- 
tion were  spread  out  orer  a  fourth 
rear  the  strain  would  not  be  so  great 
and  more  children  would  take  advan- 
tage of  It,  be  maintained. 

Mrs,  Skinner  (Nanalmo),  hollered  that 
far  better  result*  would  ho  attained 
with  much  less  effort  if  more  time  was 
given  to  the  preparation  in  the  earlier 
•tsges  of  the  children's  education.  Per- 
sonally she  would  like  to  see  far  more 
time  devoted  to  English,  French  and 
Latin  In  the  public  schools. 

Mr.  Hodgson  (Nanalmo),  could  see  no 
material  benefit  to  be  derived  from  a 
change  in  the  length  of  the  High 
School  eoursh,  holding  that  if  a  child 
was  not  naturally  bright  It  would  prob- 
ably require  four  or  even  live  years  for 
It  to  complete  the  nigh  School  course 
under  existing  circumstances. 

Mr.  Oolong,  High  School  inspector, 
said  that  this  was  a  question  which 
was  receiving  much  serious  considera- 
tion at  hands  of  Educational  Depart- 
ment at  the  present  moment.  - 
Predicts  Advaaoe  of  Technical  Course 
Mrs.  Irene  Moody  (Vancouver)  upheld 
the  suggestion  of  an  extension  of  the 
course  for  all  students  taking  an  aca- 
demic course,  whlla  technical  courses 
should,  she  thought,  remain  as  at  pres- 
ent. Within  Ave  years,  she  predicted, 
the  High  Schools  of  the  Province  would 
bo  devoted  almost  entirely  to  technical 
education  with  only  a  small  percentage 
of  epuplls  taking  an  academic  course  in 
preparation  for  the  university. 

Mr.  Bigger  (Kelowna),  said  that 
since  his  district  had  sent  1,400  men  to 
the  front,  those  forced  to  remain  be- 
hind were  more  and  more  dependent 
upon  the  services  of  boys  at  home  and 
could  not  possibly  spare  them  for  a 
four-year  High  School  course.  They 
lied  a  bigger  duty  to  perform  than 
learning  them  Latin  and  French  at 
present,  he  declared,  forcibly. 

Mr.  Shaw  advocated  the  entire  elimin- 
ation of  entrance  examinations,  claim- 
ing that  pupils  should,  be  automatically 
moved  up  in  both  the  public  and  High 
Schools  as  they  became  fit  for  promo- 
tion. All  schools  should,  he  believed, 
be  conducted  In  one  complete  cycle. 
The  president  added  that,  while  he  bad 
no  desire  to  undervalue  the  worth  of 
culture,  ho  felt  that  there  was  going  to 
he  a  great  readjustment  In  the  world 
before  long  and,  in  his  opinion,  the  days 
When  French  and  Latin  were  necessary 
were  passing.  If  they  had  not  already 
passed.  Mm,  Moody  had  drawn  atten- 
tion to  the  crying  need  for  technical 
«ucatlon  and  he  felt  eure  that  this 
is  the  right  direction  for  development, 
In  view  of  the  great  and  constantly  in- 
creasing demand  for  practical  knowl- 
edge. The  president  remarked  further, 
that  he  could  not  see  why  either  a  doc- 
tor or  a  lawyer  required  to  use  Latin 
or  French.  If  they  came  down  to  earth 
snd  used  common,  or  garden  English, 
lie.  for  one.  would  be  far  better  satis- 
fled. 

Mrs.  Oilley  (New  Westminster),  Mr. 
Robertson  (Chllllwack)  and  Mr.  Hare- 
wood  (Vernon),  all  voiced  their  opinions 
In  how  to  adjust  this  matter. 

Mr.  Wade  thought  that  a  middle  way 
between  the  two  suggested  courses 
might  be  found  and  euggested  that  the 
matter  bo  left  over  until'  tomorrow's 
session. 

Mr.  John  Shaw  Issued  an  Invitation 
to  all  the  delegates  to  make  a  trip 
through  one  of  the  coal  mines  or.  if 
they  preferred  It,  to  the  biological  sta- 
tion at  Departure  Bay.  Arrangements, 
"•  •aid.  had  been  made  for  such  dele- 
gates as  desired  to  make  either  of  these 


At  the  afternoon  session  Mayor  Mc- 
Kensle  gave  a  short  address  of  welcome 
and  told  of  the  excellent  work  the  as- 
sociation had  been  carrying  on.  and 
congratulated  the  city  for  Its .  having 
been  chosen  as  the  meeting  place. 
Mayor  McKensle  apologised  for  the 
weather  that  Nanalmo  was  having  and 
hoped  that  the  fog  would  lift  so  that 
the  visitors  might  bo  able  to  see  some 
of  the  beauties  of  the  city. 

Mr.  J.  w.  Berry  (Langlev)  president 
of  the  School  Trustees'  Association,  ob- 
jected to  the  way  in  which,  he  claimed. 
the  Provincial  Government  had  been 
treating  the  association.  Ha  stated  that 
an  Invitation  had  been  sent  to  the 
Superintendent  Of  Education  and  the 
Minister  of  Education  to  attend  conven- 
tion, only  the  former*  answered,  he  said, 
stating  that  he  would  be  unable  to  at- 
tend, but  an  Inspector  would  be  pres- 
ent "We  must  have  cordial  recogni- 
tion, aa  we  are  working  for  the  good 
of  the  Province  and  the  work  of  the 
trustee  is  also  most  Important  to  a 
municipality."  stated  President  Berry, 
who  had  found  that  the  better  educated 
boys  had  offered  their  services  to  the 
Empire  first,  and  declared  that  now  the 
old  men  and  women  would  have  to  con- 
tinue till  the  end. 

Convention  was  of  the  unanimous 
opinion  that  the  Provincial  Government 
should  assist  the  School  Trustees'  As- 
sociation, but  It  was  felt  that  the  Edu- 
cation Department  had  been  Ignoring 
the  association  and  was  not  aiding  fi- 
nancially or  giving  any  assistance  what- 
ever. 

Mr.  T.  R  Seymour  (Vancouver), 
gave  report  on  the  resolutions  passed 
^at  the  Vernon  convention,  stating  that 
these  had  been  taken  up  with  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  but  that  evasive  or 
only  "part  answers"  had  been  given. 
The  resolutions  will  be  taken  up  again 
at  this  convention  and  again  brought 
before  the  Department  of  Education. 

Mr.  Stewart  Wade  (New  Westmin- 
ster), stated  that  the  association  should 
approach  the  Government  for  financial 
help.  "We  do  our  work  freely,"  stated 
Mr.  Wade,  "we  are  considering  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children  and  the  Govern- 
ment should  In  turn  defend  the  rights 
of  the  school  trustees."  Mr.  Wade 
moved  that  the  executive  should  take 
up  the  matter  with  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment and  see  that  the  proceedings 
of' meetings  of  the  School  Trustees'  As- 
sociation  bo  published.  The  evening 
eesslon  was  devoted  to  considering  res- 
olutions.

FEEDING  of  the  French  population, 
which  wu  carried  on  by  the  Am- 
erican Bollef  ComnlMlon,  wm  a  very 
Interesting  thing  to  aee,  and  la  com- 
pany with  on*  at  the  members  of  the 
French  committee  wo  saw  the  workings 
of  this  system  of  American  relief.  W* 
first  visited  a  storehouse  In  Charlevllle. 
the  headquarter*  foPth*  relief  district 
of  which  Charlevllle  may  be  celled  the 
capital. 

For  relief  purpose*'. northern  France 
1*  divided  into  six  district*.  Prom  the 
central  distribution  point  In  each  dis- 
trict food  is  then  sent  to  the  commune 
within  the  district,  the  commune  being 
the  ultimate  unit  of  distribution  and 
each  commune  containing  on  the  aver- 
age about  «*»  soul*.  We  then  motored 
to  one  of  the  communes,  where  the  dis- 
tribution of  food  for  the  week  waa  to 
take  place  that  afternoon.  Here  in  a 
factory,  closed  sine*  the  war,  the  peo- 
ple of  the  commune  were  lined  up  with 
>  their  baskets  waiting  for  their  share 
of  the  rations.  On  entering  a  large 
room  of  the  factory  each  stopped  first 
at  a  desk  and  there  either  paid  in  cash 
for  the  week's  allowance  of  rations  or 
signed  an  agreement  to  pay  at  some 
future  date.  The  individual*  who  had 
Bo  prospect  of  being  able  to  pay  re- 
ceived the  ration*  for  nothing.  About 
tne-thlrd  was  in  each  class.  The  money 
need   was   not   always  French  or  real 


,  money,  but  was  as  a  rule  the  paper 
money  Issued  In  that  part  of  northern 
France  by  each  town  and  redeemable 
after  the  war. 

Signs  were  hung  up  showing  the 
quantity  that  each  person  was  entitled 
to  receive  for  the  next  fifteen  days,  and 
the  sale  price  per  kilo  to  each  Inhabi- 
tant. For  instance,  in  this  particular 
period  for  the  first  fifteen  day*  of  the 
month  of  May,  1416,  each  inhabitant 
could,  in  this  district,  receive  allowance* 
at  specified  rates  as  follow*:

In  addition  to  these  articles  the  In- 
habitant*' of  the  commune  on  the  day 
Of  our  visit  also  received  a  small  quan- 
tity of  carrot  seed  to  plant  In  the  small 
plot  of  ground  which  each  Inhabitant 
was  permitted  to  retain  out  of  hi*  own 
land  by  the  Oerman  authorities. 

The  unfortunate  person*  who  receiv- 
ed thl*  allowance  looked  very  poor  and 


very  hungry  and  very  miserable.  Many 
of  them  spoke  to  me,  not  only  here,  but 
in  Charlevllle,  and  expressed  their  great 
gratitude  to  the  American  people  for 
what  was  being  done  for  them.  Those 
in  Charlevllle  said  that  they  had  heard 
that  I  was  In  their  town  because  of 
trouble  pending  between  America  and 
Germany.  They  said  they  hoped  that 
there  would  be  no  war  between  the  two 
countries,  because  If  war  came  they  did 
not  know  what  would  become  of  them, 
and  ihat,  in  the  confusion  of  war,  they 
would  surely  be  left  to  starve. 

In  Charlevllle  notice*  were  posted 
directing  the  Inhabitant*  not  to  go  out 
on  the  streets  after.  I  think,  8  o'clock 
In  the  evening,  and  also  notices  inform- 
ing the  population  that  they  would  be 
allowed  a  small  quantity  of  their  own 
land  for  the  purpose  of  growing  pota- 
toes. 

Sons*  Ballet-Marked  by  Two  Ware 

After  visiting  the  factory  building 
where  the  distribution  of  rations  was 
taking  place,  we  motored  to  Sedan, 
■topping  on  the  way  at  the  hamlet  of 
Bazellles,  and  visited  the  cottage  where 
Bismarck  and  Emperor  Napoleon  III. 
had  their  historic  Interview  after  the 
battle  of  Sedan. 

The  old  lady  who  own*  this  house 
received  us,  and  showed  us  bullet  marks 
made  on  the  house  in  the  war  of  1870, 
as  well  as  in  the  present  war.  She 
apologised  because  she  had  had  the 
window  pane,  broken  by  a  rifle  «hot  in 
the  present  war,  replaced  on  account 
of  the  cold.  As  a  girl  she  had  received 
Bismarck  and  Napoleon  and  had  shown 
them  to  the  room  upstairs  where  they 
had  held  their  consultation.  In  this 
room  I  asked  her  which  chair  Bismarck 
had  sat  In  and  sat  in  it  myself  for 
luck.  I  also  contributed  to  the  collec- 
tion of  gold  pieces  given  to  her  by 
those  who  had-  visited  h>lr*  cottage. 

In  Sedan  we  visited  an  old  mill  where 
stores  of  the  relief  commission  were 
kept,  and  In  the  Mayor's  office  were 
present  at  a  sort  of  consultation  be- 
tween the  Prussian  officers  and  mem- 
ber* of  the  French  committee  of  Sedan 


in  which  certain  details  relative  to  the 
feeding  of  the  population  were  dis- 
cussed. 

The  relief  work  is  not,  of  course,  car- 
ried on  right  up  to  the  battle  line,  but 
we  visited  a  small  village  not  many 
kilometers  in  the  rear  of  the  German 
line.  In  this  village  we  were,  as  be- 
fore, shown  the  stores  kept  for  distri- 
bution by  the  relief  commission.  As 
there  were  many  soldiers  in  this  village 
I  said  I  thought  that  these  soldiers 
must  have  stores  of  thefr  own,  but  in 
order  to  be  sure  that  they  were  not  liv- 
ing on  the  supplies  of  the  relief  com- 
mission I  thought  it  only  fair  that  I 
should  see  where  their  store*  were  kept. 


I  was  taken  across  the  railroad  track 
to  where  their  stores  were  kept,  and 
Judging  from  the  label*  on  the  barrel* 
and  boxes,  I  should  say  that  a  great 
many  had  come  from  Holland. 

During  thl*  trip  about  the  country 
I  saw  a  number  of  women  and  girl* 
working,  or  attempting  to  work,  la  the 
fields.  Their  appearance  waa  *o  differ- 
ent from  that  of  the  usual  peasant  that 
I  spoke  to  the  accompanying  officers 
about   it. 

I  was,  told  however  that  these  were 
the  peasants  of  the  locality,  who  dress- 
ed unusually  well  In  that  part  of 
France.  Later  on.  In  Charlevllle,  at  the 
lodging  of  an  officer,  and  with  Count 
Wengersky,  who  was  detailed  to  act  as 
a  sort  of  Interpreter  and  guide  to  the 
American  Relief  Commission  workers,  I 
met  the  member*  of  the  American  Re- 
lief Commission  who  were  working  In 
northern  France  and  who  had  been 
brought  on  a  special  train  for  the  pur- 
pose of  seeing  me  at  Charlevllle. 

This  Count  Wengersky  spoke  English 
well.  Having  been  for  a  number  of 
years  agent  of  the  Hamburg-American 
Line  in  London,  he  was  used  to  dealing 
with  Americans,  and  waa  possessed  of 
more  tact  than  usually  falls  to  the  lot 
of  the  average  Prussian  officer.  We  had 
tea  and  cakes  in  these  lodgings,  and 
then  some  of  the  Americans  drew  me 
aside  and  told  me  the  secret  of  the 
peculiar  looking  peasants  whom  I  had 
seen  at  work  in  the  fields  surrounding 
Charlevllle. 

It  seems  that  the'  Germans  had  endea- 
vored to  get  volunteers  from  the  great 
industrial  towns  of  Lille,  Roubalx  and 
Tourcolng  to  work  these  fields;  that 
after  the  posting  of  the  notices  calling 
for  volunteers  only  fourteen  had  ap- 
peared. The  Germans  then  gave  orders 
to  seire  a  certain  number  of  Inhabitants 
and  send  them  out  to  farms  in  the  out- 
lying districts  to  engage  in  agricultural 
work.  The  Americans  told  me  that  this 
order  was  carried  out  with  the  greatest 
barbarity;  that  a  man  would  come  home 
at  night  and  And  that  his  wife  or  chil- 
dren had  disappeared  and  no  one  could 
tell  him  where  they  had  gone,  except 
that  the  neighbors  could  relate  that 
German  non-commissioned  officers  and  a 
file  of  soldiers  had  carried  them  off. 

For  Instance,  In  a  house  of  a  well-to- 
do  merchant,  who  had  perhaps  two 
daughter*  of  fifteen  and  seventeen  and 
a  man  servant,  the  two  daughter*  and 
the  servant  would  be  seized  and  sent 
off  together  to  work  for  the  Germans  in 
some  little  farmhouses,  whoee  location 
was  not  disclosed  to  the  parents.  The 
Americans  told  me  that  this  sort  of 
thing  was  causing  such  indignation 
among  the  population  of  these  towns 
that   they   feared  a  great  uprising  and

a  consequent  slaughter  and   burning  by 
the  Germans. 

That  night  at  dinner  I  spoke  to  the 
Chancellor  about  this,  and  told  him  that 
It  seemed  to  me  absolutely  outrageous, 
and  that,  without  consulting  with  my 
Government,  I  was  prepared  to  protest 
In  the  name  of  humanity  against  a  con- 
tinuance of  this  treatment  of  the  civil 
population  of  occupied  France.  The 
Chancellor  told  me  that  he  had  not 
known  of  it,  that  It  was  the  result  of 
orders  given  by  the  military,  that  he 
would  speak  to  the  Emperor  about  it, 
and  that  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  stop 
further  deportations. 

I  believe  that  further  deportations 
were  stopped.  Twenty  thousand  or  more 
who  had  been  taken  from  their  homes 
Were  not  returned  until  months  after- 
ward. I  said  In  a  speech  that  I  made 
somewhere  In  May  on  my  return  to 
America  that  it  required  the  Joint  ef- 
forts of  ths  Pope,  the  King  of  Spain 
and  our  President  to  cause  the  return 
of  these  people  to  their  homes;  and 
then  I  saw  that  some  Oerman  press 
agency  had '  com*  oat  with  the  report 
that  I  had  mad*  false  statements  about 
this  matter  because  these  people  were 
not  returned  to  their  homes  as  a  result 
of  the  representations  of  the  Pope,  the 
King  of  Spain  and  our  President,  but 
were  sent  back  because  the  Germans 
had  no  further  use  for  them.  It  seems

I  remember  one  evening  I  was  asked 
the  question  as  to  what  America  could 
do,  supposing  the  almost  Impossible, 
that  America  should  resent  the  recom- 
mencement of  ruthless  submarine  war- 
fare by  the  Germans  and  declare  war. 

I  said  that  nearly  all  of  the  great  in- 
ventions used  In  this  war  had  been 
made  by  Americans;  the  very  subma- 
rine whioh  formed  the  basis  of  our 
discussion,  was  an  American  Invention; 
so  were  the  barbed  wire  and  the  air- 
plane, the  Ironclad,  the  telephone  and 
the  telegraph,  so  necessary  to  .trench 
warfare,  and  even  that  method  of  war- 
fare had  been  first  developed  on  some- 
thing of  the  present  scale  In  our  Civil 
War.  Further,  I  believed  that.  If  forced 
to  It,  American  genius  could  produce 
some  invention  which  might  have  a  de- 
cisive effect  on  the  war. 

My  Oerman  auditors  ssemed  Inclined 
to  believe  that  there  was  something  In 
my  contention*.  But  they  said,  "While 
possibly  you  might  invent  something  In 
America,  while  possibly  you  will  fur- 
nish money  and  supplies  to  ths  Allies, 
you  have  no  men,  and  the  public  senti- 
ment of  your  country  Is  such  that  you 
will  not  be  able  to  raise  an  army  large 
enough  to  make  any  Impression."  Quito 
timidly  I  said  that  possibly  If  hostil- 
ities once  broke  out  with  ths  Germans, 
the  Germans  might  force  o*  by  the  com- 
mission of  such  acts  a*  had  aroused 
Kngland  to  pass  a  law  for  universal  mil- 
itary service.  This  proposition  of  mine 
was  branded  by  the  German*  as  abso- 
lutely Impossible,  and  therefore  I  am 
sure  that  tlie  a-toatlon  by  the  United 
State*  of  universal  service  in  the  llrst 
round  of  the  war  struck  a  very  Bmvmro 
blow  at  ths  morale  ot  Germany.

—  Lengthy 
telegram*  which  passed  between  former 
Queen  Sophie  and  Kmperor  William 
during  December,  1111,  Md  the  early 
Part  of  thl*  year,  similar  ""in  ton*  to 
other*  that  have  been  deciphered,  are 
now  made  public  and  show  that  the 
Queen  again  and  again  urged  that  the 
German*  take  the  offensive  on  the 
Macedonian  front.  Quean  Sophie  as- 
sured the  Emperor,  her  brother,  of 
Greek   co-operation. 

Field  Marshal  von  Hlndenbnrg  and 
Foreign  Secretary  Zimmerman.  It  ap- 
pears, could  not  agree,  however,  on  the 
time  the  attack  should  be  made,  while 
the  blockade  of  the  Allies,  causing  a 
shortags  of  food  and  ammunitions  in 
Greece,  prevented  Greece  from  acting.

The  Government,  when  it  put  a  tax 
on  theatre  tickets,  estimated  tbe  yearly 
revenue  from  It  would  be  Illt.tOO. 
Theatre  managers  now  claim  that,  Judg- 
ing from  the  first  month's  operation  of 
the  tax  the  Government  will  collect 
IS 00,000  a  year.  Mr.  J.  R.  Mulr,  manag- 
ing director  of  the  Dominion  Theatre 
Company,  which  controls  the  principal 
theatres  in  Victoria.  Vancouver  and 
Nanaimo,  says  the  tax  is  an  imposition, 
as  the  moving  picture  Induatry  is  asked 
to  pay  far  more  than  ita  proportion, 
which  should  have  been  levied  in  some 
business-like  way  on  different  amuse- 
ments. 

"The  public."  says  Mr.  Mulr,  "do  not 
appear  to  appreciate  that  there  Is  a  tax. 
simply  because  the  theatres  raised  their 
prices  some  time  before  It  waa  put  in 
o aerat Ion.  and  since  October  1st  'have 
been  paying  tbe  tax  themselves  to.  tbe 
Government.  The  reason  the  prices 
were  raised  was  because  of  the  In- 
creased cost  of  labor  and  tbe  fact  that 
the  price  of  films  baa  doubled.  Com- 
mencing next  week,  we  feet  it  Is  our 
duty  to  sec  that  the  public  pay  the  tax, 
and  what  we  propose  doing  Is  aa  fol- 
lows: Tickets  now  selling  at  II  cents 
for  matinees  will  remain  at  the  same 
price,  but  it  will  be  necessary  for  each 
person  to  buy  a  tax  ticket  at  2  cents 
before  admission  can  be  obtained  to  a 
theatre.  The  II  cents  entrance  fee  at 
nlKht-tlme  will  be  reduced  to  10  cents, 
but  the  public  will.  In  addition  to  buy- 
ing tbls  ticket,  hove  to  pay  8  cents  for 
an  amusement  tax  ticket.  The  arrange- 
ment  will  be  more  complicated  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  public,  but  it  Is 
the   only   course  open   to   us. 

"The  theatre  bualnesa  Is  suffering  as 
it  has  not  suffered  before.  Two  houses 
— at  Hedley  and  Port  George — have  had 
to  cloae  down  because  of  the  tax.  It  Is 
only  a  matter  of  time  until  tbe  business 
suffers  Irretrievably.  It  is  neither  fair 
to  the  public  nor  to  ourselves  that  the 
Government  should  have  made  the  im- 
position so  heavy.  A  tax  of  1  cent  on 
a  Sl-cent  ticket  would  have  brought  in 
the  estimated  revenue  of  1110,000  a 
year,  whereas  ths  tax  as  it  Is,  which  is 
higher  than  anywhere  else  on  the  con- 
tinent, la  bringing  In  revenue  at  the 
rate  of  |SOO,000  a  year.  It  Is  not  a  war 
tax,  and  none  of  the  money  Is  being  used 
in  any  way  to  help  out  In  the  war." 

Yesterday  a  delegation,  consisting  of 
Mr.  J.  R.  Mulr.  managing  director  of 
the  Dominion  Theatre  Company;  Mr.  W. 
P.  Dewees,  of  the  Rex  Theatre,  Van- 
couver; and  Mr.  L.  Quagllottl,  of  the 
Colonial  Theatre,  Vancouver,  waited  on 
the  Minister  of  Plnance,  Hon.  John 
Hart,  end  pointed  out  the  Injustice  un- 
der which  the  theatres  were  suffering. 
They  advocated  that  the  tax  should  be 
reduced  to  1  cent  on  25  cent  tickets, 
pointing  out  that  such  an  Imposition 
would  bring  in  the  Government  the 
revenue  of  1110.000  which  it  anticipated 
from  the  moving  picture  induatry.  Mr. 
John  Hart  said,  on  behalf  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, that  the  tax  could  not  be  re- 
duced, but,  on  the  contrary,  that  there 
waa  more  likelihood  It  would  be  In- 
creased. 

"This  tax  wtll  break  every  moving 
picture  theatre  man  In  the  Province  If 
It  Is  in  existence  long  enough,"  bays 
Mr.  W.  P.  Dewees,  manager  of  the  Na- 
tion Film  Service,  Limited,  operating 
several  houses  In  the  West.  "It  will 
completely  ruin  the  business.  Atten- 
dance Is*  now  dropping  off  because  the 
public  refasee  to  pay  the  exorbitant 
taxation  and  tbe  theatree  are  In  a  mea- 
sure blamed  beeouee  of  tbe  increased 
charge.  Reduced  patronage  means  less 
revenue  for  the  theatree  and  less  taxa- 
tion for  tbo  Government.  There  waa 
hardly  a  theatre  In  Vancouver  making 
a  dollar  after  tbe  war  outbreak  until 
this  year.  Mow  the  tax  baa  set  them 
beck  again.  The  only  way  ra  which 
the  stronger  half  of  them  can  continue 
existence  Is  for  tbe  other  half  to  ire 
broke.  The  amusement  tax,  aa  we  have 
It  In  thla  Province.  Will  aeon  put  all  of 
the  smeller  housee  out  of  bualnesa,  and 
unless  the  others  gain  from  the  loss  of 
too  unfortunates  the  whole  business 
will  bo  gone.  It  la  Imposalble  for  a 
moving  picture  bouse  la  British  Colum- 
bia to  keep  running-  with  such  a  tax  aa 
this,  simply  because  the  people  refuse 
to  pay  It  and  they  stay  away  from  the 
shows."

The  upper  part  of 
the  ore  shoot  had  been  decomposed  to 
a  muss  of  reddish-brown,  black  and  yel- 
low oxides  and  carbonates  of  Iron  and 
lead,  with  beautiful  specimens  of  moss- 
like metallic  silver  and  crystals  of 
cerusslte:  there  was  a  large. amount  of 
this  ore  and  it  had  a  higher  silver  con- 
tent than  the  crude  or  solid  galena  ore, 
the  smeltery  returns  having  been:  811- 
vrr,  53  to  61  ox.  to  the  ton,  and  lend. 
49  to  57  per  cent.  During  the  1396 
season  between  2,000  and  3,003  tons  .of 
mixture  of  the  two  kinds  of  ore  was 
shipped  and  of  this  mixed  ore  the  nit 
or  yield  value  was:  Silver,  30  oss.  to  the 
ton;  lead,  55  per  cent.

—  The  atkto- 
ment  has  been  heard  In  several  quar- 
ters that  Vancouver  retail  milk  dealers, 
since  the  price  of  milk  advanced  on 
November  2,  are  making  more  than  the 
5  1-3  cents  spread  per  quart  on  their 
sales,  which  the  Ottow*  Investigating 
Committee  recently  recommended  to  the 
Food  Controller. 

.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  milk  la  han- 
dled here  on  a  butter-fat  basis,  and 
that  there  Is  such  *  variation  In  but- 
ter-fat content,  It  Is  difficult  To  ascer- 
tain just  what  profits  retailers  are 
making7. 

With  an  idea  of  clearing  up  the  doubt 
Dr.  F.  T.  Underbill,  city  medical  health 
officer.  Is  now  engaged  In  an  Investiga- 
tion, the  result  of  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  city  authorities  In  a  few 
weeks*  time. 

Asked  what  the  average  butter-fat 
content  was,  the  doctor  said  that  ** 
nearly  as  he  could  tell  at  this  early 
date,  It  would  run  about  3.40  to  3.50 
per  cent,  or  .13  to  .33  per  cent  above 
the  standard  required  by  the  city 
health  by-laws.  Dr.  Underbill  eald  fur- 
ther that  It  was  the  practice  of  the 
milk  handlers  to  more  or  less  standard- 
ize the  product  by  mixing  rick  milks 
with   thin  milks. 

Manager  Sherwood  of  the  Frasor  Val- 
ley Milk  Producers'  Association  made 
the  statement  that  most  of  the  milk  is 
above  the  city  standard  of  3.25  per 
cent,  and  that  the  average  cost  to  the 
retailers,  since  the  advance.  Is  now 
*bout  31  cents  per  gallon.  This  Is 
•quel  to  7%  cants  per  quart.

Replying  in  a  typical  case, 
General   Mewburn   writes: 

"As  you  know,  the  return  to  Canada 
of  soldiers  serving  overs sas  to  entirely 
in  the  bends  of  th*  oversea*  authori- 
ties, whose  policy  la  to  return  to  Can- 
ada all  C-8  men  who  can  not  usefully 
be  employed  In  England.  I  am  sure 
you  will  agree  with  me,  however,  that 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  send  every 
Bt  man  to  the  front,  and  of  course  this 
means  th*t  the  neceaaary  work  behind 
the  lines  must  be  done  by  the  men  of 
the  lower  categoric*,  and  where  men  of 
these  classes  are  needed  on  s*d*ntary 
work  In  Engl*nd,  discharge  can  hot  be 
jriven  unless  on  'compassionate 
grounds'  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  officer  commanding  la  Canada."
